Chapter-XVI 

Arbitration 

247 fa) Reference to arbitration 

I. Arbitration.between a Member and Non- Members • 

(i) All claims (whether admitted or not) : differences and 
disputes between a member and a non-member or Non¬ 
members (the terms "non-member and 'non-members’ shall 
include a remisier, authorised clerk or employee or any olher 
person with whom the member shares brokerage) arising out 
of orln relation to Bonafide dealings, transactions and con¬ 
tracts made subject to Rules, Bye-laws and Regulations of the 
Exchange or with refers nee to anything incidental thereto or 
inpursnance thereoforrelating to theirconsiruction, fulfdment 
to validity or relating totherighis, obligations and liabilities 
ofremisiers, authorised clerks, employees or any other person 
with whom the member shares brokerage in rotating to such 
dealings, transactions and contracts shall be referred to and 
decided by Arbitration in Exchange as provided in the R ules. 
Bye-laws and Regulations of the Exchange. 

(ii) Non-member, aggrieved with the decision of any 
other committee/sub-committee e.g. Grievances committee 
etc, of the exchange in a claim, difference and disputo referred 
by himself against member, may also file an arbitration case 
against the said member within one month from the date of 
decision. 

(iii) Member, aggrieved with the decision of any other 
committee/sub-committee c.g Grievances Committee etc. of 
the exchange in a claim, difference and dispute referred by 
non-member against him, may also filo an arbitration case 
against the said non-member within one month from the date 
of decision, provided such aggrieved member separately depo¬ 
sits the decided Amount/Securities in terms of only money 
valued at the day of decision of committee by way of a Pay 
Order/Demand Draft favouring L'.P. Stock Exchange towards 
security of Arbitration case, Exchange shall get made a E.D. R. 
in the name of U.P. Stock Fxchangefrom the amount of 
Pay Order/Demand Draft and keep the same with Arbitration 
file, as security. Alternatively or part thereof member may 
deposit soeurity of arbitration case in the shape of such secu¬ 
rities Shares, Debentures, etc.) which were delivered/given by 
that non-member to him and such securities (shares,Deben¬ 
tures etc.) be valued at the day of decision of committee. How¬ 
ever decision of Executive Director shall be final as regards 
security of arbitration case. Moreover during the pendency 
of Arbitration caso Executive Director may also direct the 
applicant member to replenish the securities deposited if the 
value of the deposited securities goes down. 

II. Arbitration between Members 

(i) All claims, complaints, differences and disputes between 
members arising out of or in relation to Bona-fldc bargains, 
dealings, transactions or contracts made subject to the Rules, 
Bye-laws and Regulations of the Exchange ot' with reference 


to anything incidental thereto or anything to be done l n pur¬ 
suance thereof and any question or dispute whether such 
bargains, dealings, transactions or contracts have been entered 
intc or not shall be subject to arbitration and referred to and 
decided by ArbitrationinExcha nge as provided in these Rules 
Bye-laws and Regulations. 

(ii) Member, aggrieved with the decision of nay otfiei 
oommiftec/stib-dbmmltleo c 8- Grievances Committee, "Floor 
Disputo Committee & etc. of the exchange in a claim differ¬ 
ence & dispute referred by himself against another co-member, 
may also file an lrbiiraUon case against the said another co¬ 
member ,wit hip one month from the date of decision. 

(iii) Member, aggrieved with the decision of tiny 

other committee/sub-committee e.g. Grievances 
Committee, Floor Dispute Committee etc. of 
the exchange in a claim, difference and 

dispute referred by another co-member against 
him, may also file an arbitration case against 
the said another co-member with one month 
from the date of decision, provided such aggrieved 
member separately deposits the decided Amount/ 
Securities in terms of only money valued at the 
day of decision of committee by way of a Pay Order/ 
Demand Draft favouring U. P. Stock Exchange 
towards security of Arbitration case. Exchange 
shall get made a F. D. R. in the name of U.P. Stook 
Exchange from the amount of Pay Order/Demand 
Draft and keep the same with Arbitration file as 
security. Alternatively or part thereof member 
may deposit security of arbitration case in the 
shape of such securities (shares, Debentures, etc.) 
which wore delivered/given by that co-member to 
him and such securities (shares, Debentures etc.) 
be valued at the day of decision of committee. How- 
evor decision of Executive Director shall be final 
as regards security of arbitration case. Moreover 
during the pendency of Arbitration case Execu¬ 
tive Director may also direct the applicant member 
to replenish the securities deposited if the value 
of the deposited securities goes down. 

(b) Constitution of Arbitration Agreement 

An acceptance whether express or implied of 
contract/s. bargains/, dealing/s. and transac¬ 
tions subject to arbitration at- provided in 
sub-clausc(a) and with the provision for 
arbitration incoiporated therein shall constitute 
and shall be deemed to constitute an 
agreement between the member & the non¬ 
member or non-members that all claims (whether 
admitted or not) differences and disputes of 
the nature referred to in sub-clause (a) in respect 
of all dealings, translations and contracts of 
a date, prior or subsequent, shall bo submitted 
to and decided by arbitration as provided in the 
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Rules, Bye-laws and Regulations of the Exchange 
and that in respect thereof any question whether 
such dealings, transactions and contracts have 
been entered into or not shall, also be submit¬ 
ted to and decided by arbitration as provided in 
the Rules, Bye-lavs and Regulations of the 
Exchange. 

(c) Application For Arbitration 

Whenever a claim, complaint, difference or dis¬ 
pute which under these Bye-laws and Regulations 
must be referred to the Arbitration, arises between 
above said parties, any party to such claim 
complaint, difference or dispute may apply for arbi¬ 
tration by submitting the form pf reference prescri¬ 
bed in tho relative Regulations addressed to 
the Executive Director of the Exchange. 

248. APPOINTMENT OF ARBITRATORS 

(a) AH claims differences and disputes required 
to be referred to arbitration under these Bye-laws 
and Regulations shall be referred to the arbitration 
of sole artitrator member out of the Arbitration 
Committee (panel) of the Exchange. 

(b) The Executive Director of Exchange shall 
appoint sole Arbitrator in each arbitration case 
appointment of sole arbitrator by the Executive 
Director of Exchange shall be informed to Res¬ 
pondent/s along-with notice of arbitration case. 

(c) Tho Executive Director of Exchange shall 
appoint another sole Arbitrator in replacement of 
earlier arbitrator if he dies or fails or negelects or 
refuses to act or becomes incapable of acting as an 
arbitrator before an award is made. 

249, NCmOE TO PARTIES AFTER MAKING 
So SIGNING AWARD 

Arbitrator shall make & sign the award. A copy 
of such award shaU be sent to the parties to the re¬ 
ference for its execution/oompliance. The Arbitral 
Award must state the reasons. 

250. AWARD BINDING ON PARTIES AND 

THEIR REPRESENTATIVES 

(a) The parties to the reference shall In all things 
abide by and carry into effeot the award of the arbi¬ 
trator which shaU be final and binding on the parties 
and thier respective representatives notwithstand¬ 
ing tho death of or legal disability occurring to any 
party before or after the making of the award and 
such death or legal disability shall not operate as a 
revocation of the reference or award. 


(b) For arbitration cases filed under clause 247 
(a) I (iii) &. 247 (a) II (iii) of the Bye-Laws of the 
Exchange, an Arbitration Award is to be imple¬ 
mented by the exchange after the expiry of period 
of three months from the date of receiving of the 
Arbtitral Award by the party against whom Arbitral 
Award is pronounced by paying the proceeds of 
encashed F.D.R. or delivering the Securites (Shares, 
Debentures etc.,) kept towards security of arbitra¬ 
tion case and if the Arbitral Award is for more 
amount than the kept Security then for payment 
of that more amount by the Membor, procedure 
given hereunder in clause 2500 (1) & 250C (ii) 
shaU be followed. And if Arbitral Award goes in 
favour of the Applicant, who had deposited the 
security, that security shall bo forthwith released 
to him by the Exchange and if any more relief and/ 
or additional amount is awarded to Applicant, for 
his case against non -member, he shaU take legal 
re-course for enforcement of Arbitral Award as 
per Law & Act and for his case against a co-mem- 
bor again the procedure given hereunder in clause 
2500 (i) & 2500 (ii) shaU be followed. 

(c) For arbitration cases filed other than under 
clause 247 (a) I (iii) Sa 247 (a) II (iii) of the Bye-Laws 
of the Exchange:— 

(i) An arbitration award is to be implemented 
on receipt of the award by the Member 
against whom the award is given. He should 
intimate the compliance thereof to the 
exchange supported with donfirmation of 
compliance from the opp. party within three 
months of the receipt of the award by him 
and, if he does not comply with the award, 
a show cause notice will bo served on him 
after the expiry of three months directing 
him to impendent the award within three 
days thereafter and, if he stiU faUs to comply 
with the award, EXchango shall implement 
the award ont of the available assets of 
member with the Exchange and if award is 
still left unimplemented in full, then his 
membership be suspended till the award is 
complied 

(ii) After suspension of membership, the non- 
compliance of the award shaU be dealt 
with/by the provisons contained in bye-laws 
of our exchange under chapters No. XVIII 
of DEFAULT, No- XIX of prohibtiom 
Si penalties & other relevant Rules, Regu¬ 
lations So Bye-laws of the exchange and 
such member who fails or refuses to submit 
to or abide by or carry out any award in 
arbitration as provided in these Bye-laws 
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and Regulations shall be declared defaulter 
or expelled and the other party shall be en¬ 
titled to institute any suit or legal proceed¬ 
ings to enforce the award or otherwise 
assets his rights if he does not receive the 
hundred paise in a rupee of the awarded 
amount out of/from the realised assets of 
such defaulter declared or expelled member. 

251. FILING OF AWARD 

The Exohange at the request of any party to the 
reference or if so directed by the court, shall file the 
copy of the award together with any depositions 
and documents which may have been taken/filed 
during the arbitration case, in the court. 

252. ARBITRATION OOM MITT EE/PANEL 

(a) The arbitrator appointed under these bye¬ 
laws and regulations shall in all cases at the time 
of appointment the member of the arbitration com¬ 
mittee/panel. 

(b) Tne arbitrator so appointed shall continue 
to proceed with the arbitration and give there award 
notwithstanding that the arbitration committee/ 
panel has been re-constituted. 

253. BOARD OF DIRECTORS TO PRESCRIBE 
ARBITRATION FEES, FORMS AND PRO¬ 
CEDURE 

The fees to bo paid, the forms to be used and 
the procedure to be followed in connection with 
a reference to arbitration under these Bye-laws 
and Regulation shall be such as are prescribed 
in the relative Regulation of such other as the 
Board of Directors may from time to time prescribe 
in addition thereto or in modification or 
substitution thereof. 

254. FEES AND CHARGES 

The fees in arbitration and the charges for sub¬ 
mitting and regulating the proceedings of the re- 
ferenoos prccribed in the relative Regulation shall 
be payable in advance. 

The Executive Director of the Exchange 
may exempt a client (non-member) from payment 
of the Arbitration fees and charges on an 
application from such client. 

255. PROCEEDINGS 

The Arbitrator may proceed with the reference 
notwithstanding any failure to file a written state¬ 
ment with in duo time and may also proceed with 
the reference in the absenco of any of all the 
parties who after due notice fail or neglect or 
refuso to attend at the appointed time and place. 


256. ADJOURNMENT OF HEARING 

The arbitrator only on justifiable and reaso¬ 
nable grounds may adjourn the hearings 
from time to time upon the application of 
any party to the reference or at his own instance. 
However when the adjournment is granted at the 
request of ono of the parties to the reference the 
arbitrator may if deemed fit require such party 
to pay the fees and costs in respect of the adjour¬ 
ned hearing borne by the other party and in 
the event of such party failing to do so may refuse 
to hear him further or dismiss his case or other¬ 
wise deal with the matter in any way the arbitrator 
may think just. 

However, in the absence of Arbitrator on a 
fixed hearing date, the convenor shall fix next 
hearing date. 

257. LEGAL ADVISERS AND EVIDENCE 

During a hearing the parties to the reference 
may with the permission of the arbitrator appear 
by counsel, attorney, advocate or a duly authorised 
representative but not shall they be entitled to 
insist on or require the arbitrator to hear or examine 
witnesses or receive oral or documentary 
evidence other than what is deemed necessary by 
the arbitrator. 

258. CONSIDERATION OF RECORDED PRO¬ 
CEEDINGS AND EVIDENCE 

Substitute arbitrator appointed by the President 
of Exchange may act upon the record of the pro¬ 
ceedings as then existing and on the evidence if 
any then taken in the reference or may decide to 
commence the reference do novo. 

259. SET-OFF AND COUNTER-CLAIM 

On a reference to arbitration by one party the 
other party or parties shall be entitled to claim a 
set-off or make a counter claim against the first 
party provided such set-off or counter olaim arises 
out of or relates to dealings, transactions and con¬ 
tracts made subject to the Rules, Bye-laws and 
Regulations of the Exchange and subject to arbi¬ 
tration as provided therein and provided further 
such set-on or counter claim is presented together 
with full particulars at or before the first hearing 
of the reference but not afterwards unless permi¬ 
tted by the arbitrator. 

260. AWARD TO ADJUDGE INTEREST 

Where and is so far as an award is for the pay¬ 
ment of money, the arbitrator may include interest 
in the same at such rate as it deems reasonable, 
on the whole or any part of the money, for the 
whole or any part of the period between the date 
on which the oanse of action arose and the date on 
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which the award is made A sum directed to be 
paid by an Arbitral Award shall, unless the award 
otherwise directs, carry interest at the Tate of 18% 
per annum from the date of the award to the date 
of the payment. 

261. COSTS 

The costs of reference and award including 
costs, charges, fees and other expenses shall be in 
the discretion of the arbitrator who may decide 
and direct in the award to and by whom, in what 
manner and is what proportion such costs, char¬ 
ges, fees and other expenses or any part thereof 
shall be borne and paid by tho parties and may 
tax and settle the amount to be so paid or any 
part thereof, failing any direction in the awaid 
the costs, charges, fees and other expenses shall 
be borne by the parties to the reference in equal 
proportions. A party refusing to carry out an 
award shall pay the costs betwoen attorney and client 
in connection with the filing of the award in the 
court and its enforcement unless the Court other, 
wise directs. 

262. OPERATION OF CONTRACTS 

All dealings, transactions and contracts which 
are subject to the Rules, Bye-laws and Regulations 
of the Exchange and every arbitration agreement to 
which the Rules, Bye-laws and Regulation of the 
Exchange apply shall be deemed in all respects 
to the subject to the Rules, Bye-laws and Regula¬ 
tions of the Exchange and shall be deemed to be 
and shall take effect as wholly made, 
ontered into and to be performs d in the city of Kan¬ 
pur and the parties to such dealings, transactions 
contracts and agreements shall be deemed to have 
submitted to the jurisdiction of the courts in Kanpur 
for the purpose of giving effect to the provisions 
of the Rules, Bye-laws and Regulations of the 
Exchange. 

263. NOTICE AND COMMUNICATIONS HOW 
TO BE SERVED 

Notices and communications to a member or a 
non-member shall be served in any one or more or 
all of the following ways and any such notice or 
communication under (i) to (v) below shall be served 
at his ordinary business address and/or at his ordi¬ 
nary place of resident and/or at his last known 
address, 

(i) by delivering it by band; 

(ii) by sendng it by registered post; 

(iii) by sending it under certificate of posting: 

(iv) by sending it by express delivery postj-; 

(v) by sending it by telegram; 


(vi) by affixing it on the door at the last known 
businoss or residential address; 

(vii) by its oral communication to the party in 
the presence of a third person; 

(viii) by advertising it at least once in any daily 
newspaper published in Kanpur; 

fix) by a notice pasted on the notice board of 
the Exchange if no address is known. 

264. SERVICE BY HAND DELIVERY WHEN 
COMPLETE 

A notice or communication served by hand shall 
be deemed to have been received by the party on 
the production of an acknowledgement sfgned by 
the addressee or his representative and certificate 
to that effect signed by the person delivering the 
notice or communication. 

265. SERVICE BY POST OR TELEGRAM WHEN 
COMPLETE 

A notice or communication served by post or 
telegram shall bo deemed to have been received by 
the party at the time when tho same would in the 
ordinary course of post or telegram have been deli¬ 
vered. The production of a letter of confirmation 
from the post office or of the post office receipt for 
the registered letter cf telegram or of a certificate 
of posting shall in all cases the conclusive proof of 
the posting or dispatch of such notice or communi¬ 
cation and shall constitute due and proper service 
of notice. 

266. REFUSAL TO ACCEPT DELIVERY DOES 
NOT AFFECT SERVICE 

In no case shall any refusal to the delivery of 
the notice or communication affect the validity of 
its service. 

267. SERVICE BY ADVERTISEMENT OR BY 
NOTICE ON NOTICE BOARD WHEN 
COMPLETE 

A notice or communication published in a news¬ 
paper or posted on the notice board of the Exchange 
shall be deemed to have been servod on the party 
on the day on which it is published or posted. 

268. MINISTERIAL DUTIES 

In order to facilitate the conduct of the arbitral 
proceedings, an employee (convenor) or employees 
of the Exohauge shall arrange and provide adminis¬ 
trative assistance to the arbitrator for secretarial 
and registrars function. 
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269. LATE CLAIMS BARREL 

The exchange shall not accept and take cogni¬ 
zance of any claim, complaint difference or dispute, 
other than of Bad Delivery of shares, which is not 
referred to it within four months of tho date when 
it arose. Bad Delivery claims shall be accepted 
and dealt uptill such time as provided in SEBI 
guidelines in force from time to time- 

270. In respect of any claim, complaint, difference 
or dispute required to be referred to arbitration 
under these Rules, Bye-Laws and legulations no 
party to such claim, complaint difference or dispute 
shall commence legal proceedings against another 
party and if a party institutes legal proceedings and 
recovers any money or other relief he shall hold 
the same in trust for the Exchange and shall pay 
the samo to the Exchange to be dealt with in the 
manner directed by the Exchange. 

271. Any other matter of relevance regarding 
arbitration which is not covered here in above shall 
be dealt with/by the provisions of Arbitration Act 
in force from time to time. 

272. INDEMNITY 

No party shall bring or prosecute any suit or 
proceedings whatever against the Exchange, the 
Board of Directors, the President, the Executive 
Director or any employee or employees of the Ex¬ 
change acting under his authority or against the 
arbitrators for or in respect of any matter or thing 
purporting to be done in good faith under these 
Bye-laws and Regulations nor any suit or proceed¬ 
ings (save for the enforcement of the award) against 
the other party or parties to the reference.

356(A) 

(i) All disciplinary matters where in actions have 
to be taken or initiated against a Member 
Broker or against any Attorney/Agent/ 
Authorised Assistant/User or Sub-Brokei of a 
Member (in ‘brief Erring Member”) shall be 
referred to the Disciplinary Committee of the 
Exchange by the Executive Director of the 
Exchange. 

(ii) B jfore referring any matter to the Disci¬ 
plinary Committee, the Exchange shall cause 
the service of a Notice calling for explanation 
of the Erring Member- The Erring Member 
shall file his explanation within 10 days from 
the date of receipt of the Notico. The 
President/Executive Director may extend the 
time by 15 days on satisfactory grounds upon 
an application of the'Erring Member for such 
extension. 

(iii) The Committee shall have the powers to ; 

(a) Summon any witness or witnesses : 

(b) Call for any documents ot other papets from 
Erring Member oi any other Member, Officer, 
Staff of the Exchange or any other conoerned 
person; 

fc) decide as to whether a Presenting Officer is 
required or not ; 

(d) pass exparte order/s ; 

(e) decide cases on summary basis ; 

(f) formulate their own rules and regulations 
keeping in mind the principles of natural 
justice; 

(g) Impose any penalty, fine, levy or to suspend, 
censure, warn or to impose any other punish¬ 
ment upon the Erring Member commen¬ 
surate with the gravity of the misconduct; 

(h) to terminate the servioes/appointmont of 
authorised assistance/users or sub-brokers or 
attorney of Erring Member ;

The Erring 
Member is not entitled to insist on or require the Committee 
to hear or examine witnesses or receive oral or documentary 
evidence or do any act other than what is deemed necessary 
by the Committee. The Disciplinary Committee shall pass 
orders In accordance with the Rules, Bye-laws and Regu¬ 
lations of the Stock Exchange and more fully described in 
Bye-law Nos. 354 to 361 and any other amendments thereto 

(viiO Against any final order of the Disciplinary Com¬ 
mittee, the aggrieved party may appeal to the Governing 
Board within 15 days from the date of receipt of the order/ 
decision. The appellant shall, unless exempted in whole or 
in part by the Governing Board or President or Executive 
Director, deposit with the Exchange the full amount, if any 
ordered to be paid including fines, penalties, etc., and a 
deposit certificate/reoeipt shall be annexed to the appeal. 

(ix) The Governing Board has the powers to set aside or 
vary the terms of the final order of the Disciplinary Com¬ 
mittee and/or punishment and the decision of the Govern¬ 
ing Board shall be final and binding on the Erring 
Member.
